from Etienne de Silhouette, a French 
minister of finance In 1759, who Intro- 
duced 
several 
parsimonious 
fashions 


during his administration called a hi 
Silhouette, a name which continued to 
be applied to the black profile portraits. 
Silhouettes were executed In various 
ways. 
• 


One of the simplest is that of tracing 


the 
outlines 
of a shadow's 
profile 


thrown on a sheet of paper and then 
reducing them to the required size ei- 
ther by the eye or by means of a pan- 
tograph. The camera obscura and cam- 
era luclda are also occasionally 
used 


for thepurpose. 


The Original Silhouette.

\u25a0The sneeze, forInstance. Is very sig- 
nificant Itis always a sign that some- 
thing is Injuring the air passages 
any- 


where from • the 
nose 
down to the 


lungs. Should itbe only a case of snuff 
or pepper, of course the sneeze is of no 
consequence. 
But often itis an indica- 


tion of congestion.'- There is inflamma- 
tion son^ew here, with too much blood, 
and the object of the sneeze Is to give 
relief by getting rid of some of the 
fluid. This sneeze 
Is a warning that 


every prudent perfcon should attend to. 
Itis at least the forerunner of a cold. 
But itmay indicate an approaching at- 
tack ofbronchitis or pneumonia. 
When 


there Is much sneezing, 
accompanied 


by something like a small shower of 
rain, the victim willdo well to take a 
warm footbath, go to bed and adopt 
the other usual remedies to cure a cold. 


The winter cold Itself Is a grave 


warning. 
When Itrecurs two or three 


times every winter.Itis sure to be fol 
lowed In the end by chronic bronchitis. 
Once this comes on ItIs practically In- 
curable. 


Men are started on their lives much 


as a shell from a cannon— with a cor 
tain fixed quantity of energy. 
Ifdis- 


ease or accident does not carry them 
oft, they 
will die some time of what 


we call old age—ln other words, when 
the energy with which they started is 
spent 
Some have energy 
enough 
to 


carry them over the full century: oth- 
ers have only sufficient to keep them 
going forninety, eighty, seventy, sixty 
or fewer years. Now. early baldness Is 
a sure sign, withsome exceptions, that 
the energy is likely to fail sooner than 
in the average man. But all kinds of 
baldness 
have not this significance. 


Sometimes the loss of hair arises from 
scalp disease 
caused probably by mi- 


crobes. 
The warning baldness is that 


kind which commences 
about the tern-, 


pies and on the crown of the bead and 
gradually eats Its way over the scalp 
until only a circular fringe of hair is 
left 


Blue nails, or blue hands,

weak or obstructed circulation.

are a warning against 
overexertlon of 


any kind. The obstruction may occur 
from disorder of several organs In the 
body.

ness indicates that the heart isnot up 
tothe mark.

warning. Itis a sign that the steam 
has run down and that itis time to go 
to bed or perhaps to go into the open 
air. When you sit in a close room, the 
lungs do not receive sufficient of the 
vital gas, oxygen. The yawnIs then a 
desperate effort of the lungs to proper- 
ly aerate the blood, and it warns you 
to open the windows or to leave the 
room. When you are out of bed too 
long or when you have done an unusu- 
ally hard day's work, the waste prod- 
ucts of yonr body are present Inexces- 
sive quantity. 
Then 
the yawn Is a 


warning to you to liedown and rest 


Most people have a great horror of 


getting a "stroke", or fit of apoplexy. 
Itis not by any means as unpleasant 
as the toothache, 
but the suddenness 


of it is what appalls. There Is really 
no suddenness 
about it however. 
No 


disease 
gives such early warning. 
A 


"stroke" is a very simple occurrence 
and not at all horrible. Itresults from 
two or three causes, but the most com- 
mon one is this: A little artery In the 
brain wears out and, lets some blood 
escape, 
which clots, presses 
on the 


brain and paralyzes 
whatever part of 


the body is governed 
by the piece of 


brain pressed upon. Now this artery 
wears out only in common with other 
arteries of the body. In some people 
they all become what is called athe- 
romatous, or hard and brittle. At the 
same 
time they become 
tortuous or 


twisted. 
We can see these hard and 


tortuous arteries on the temples, and 
then weknow itis not safe to do any- 
thing which will congest 
the brain, 


lest the one littleartery there, which 
Js especially liable to give way, shall 
let the blood escape. 
Likewise warn- 


ingis often given by the tiny arteries 
of the eye.- They break and let out 
littletraces of blood, which can easily 
be seen, but a cold or sleepless nlgbt 
may do the same. 
When these signs 


occur—and 
they 
occur 
months 
and 


years before the stroke—do not get ex- 
cited or angry, no matter how great 
the provocation, do not rush to catch 
an omnibus or in any way overexert 
yourself, and do not dine too heartily. 
By taking the warnings given by na- 
ture you willinsure 
yourself against 


this pleasantest 
way of leaving 
the 


worldand be sure of dying of cholera 
or smallpox or some other respectable 
disease.— London Mall

of Nome river is the famous richDex- 
ter creok. 
It|is one.of the. richest 


around Nomei 'only b°eing exceeded in 
richness 
by Anvil and Snow ' 


creoks. 
It was on this creek that the Peek 
brothers, fromMokolumne Hillworked 
on a lay giving 70 per cent 
for the 
privilege. One day in strollingup the 
creek, Iasked a man mining upon No. 
6 where the Peek 
brothers were work- 
ing. 
"Do you sco that house there, " 


he said, pointinghis fingor to a house 
standing near the creek, "that is the 
Peek brothers' house." 
"It is a rich 
claim,'' sir,'/ he continued, "the richest 
on the creek. ',They are taking, out a 
thousand 
dollars a day. Itis hard for 


a man to.be compelled to give up $700 
of it though," ho said 
witha"smile. 
Rain had been 
falling' steadily 
and 
heavily for several days, 
which made 
it very 
disagreeable 
to move. 
Two 
men came to our tents, with their blan- 
kets strapped 
upon their backs, 
on 
their way to the Kougrock. 
Their 
rubber blankets kept out the rain from 
their bedding, otherwise 
they would 


have been, 
to use a phrase, "sloppy 
wet." They stopped at our tent long 
enough 
to light their pipes, 


' 
'.when 
shouldering theif load they clambored 
up the hillside, off to the left'of 'us, 
and were soon lost to view behind 
the 
ragged cliffs. The next morning 
we 


put our things in the boat and again 
towed it up the crooked flat stream 
that, snake-like, came struggling- on, 
out from the great ragged 
range of 


mountains that rose blue, grim,- and 
snow-capped in the distance. 
On our 


routo we came upon a nice piece of 
level ground 
of.black* loam covered 
witha thick growth of brush of the 
laurel species. 
There were 4or 5 'hun- 


dred acres inthe tract. I 
looked at it 


witha regret thatIcould not possess 
it and have the climate ofCalifornia to 
favor me. Itcertainly was land, bar- 
ring the climate, as rich as the alluvial 
deposit of theNile. 
Who knows but 


what some one inthe future will turn 
itinto some tillable use. 
When 
we 


struck our camp the clouds had lifted, 
and the sun pale und flaring was 'drop- 
ping behind a low gap jin tbe ragged 
mountains in the west. 
Our watches 
pointed tohalf past twoin the morning. 
Inthis part of Alaska for three months 
in the year itis allday; never darker 
than acloudy day inCalifornia. Before 
us 
arose 
many 
detached, 
lowering 


peaks. 
Off to our right stood a rough 


and uneven mountain, with groat slabs 
of slate and limestone lying injevery 
conceivable shape upon its sides. Water 
clear as crystal came bounding,' leap- 
ing, and clattering as itfell, and leaped 
through 
its 
numerous 
chasms 
and 


gorges. 
The next day we shouldered 


our picks and shovels and started in to 
prospect 
some 
of the 
tributaries of 


Nome river. 
We found a few colors, 


but not sufficient to pay. 
The country 


was exceedingly desolate and wild.. It 
was inthis desolate range onlya month 
or twobefore that a prospector 
saw a 


polarbear sitting upon his haunches, 
and likeAlexander Selkirk, as he. sup- 
posed, "Monarch of all he surveyed." 
The fool slipped up within 30 or 40 
yards of the animal and fired a load of 
No. 5 shot intohis bearship. 
The in- 


furiated beast seeing the man, 
rushed 


upon him, throw him to the ground, 
and was in the act of grabbing him by 
the 
throat 
when 
this 
juncture 


another passing prospector 
seeing tbo 


situation drew up his 30-30 Winchester 
and planted an explosive ball in the 
bear's head, nearly tearing it from. his 
shoulders, 
and thus saved 
the man. 


The country 
at the head of Nome 
riveris very rough; jagged peaks raise 
themselves out of huge masses of lime- 
stone that cling ragged and shapeless, 
and inchaotic confusion. 
Hooded in 


snow their extreme peaks stand ghost- 
lyand solemn in the distance, with fog 
hanging at times round their tops in 
drapery folds, as if mantling them in 
film-likefabric, liftingthem into weird 
und magnificent grandeur 
amid their 


lonliness and silent solitude,

This difficultyprevails all through 


the school system of California.

The objection 
to the course 
of 


study is that it contemplates 
an 


amount of work which itis impossi- 
ble for teachers to do in the time al- 
lotted, and equally impossible 
for 


pupils. 
More than that, the quality 


of the work laid out is to a great ex- 
tent of such a nature that it could 
be given topupils only by teachers 
who have unusual powers of inspira- 
tion and are ready to break 
down 


their nervous systems 
by the con- 


stant exercise of. those powers. 
It 


would be impossible for any pupil to 
do the work as laid out. 
It is not 


impossible for most of itto be cram- 
med into some of the pupils by very 
able and ingenious teachers 
working 


under constant pressure. 
Itcannot 


be 
properly accomplished by 
any 


teacher 
without peril to health. 


There are probably not more than a 
third of the pupils capable 
of get- 


ting through itin eight years inany 
intelligent way.

Just think of it. The little county 


of Amador is contributing a larger 
sum for the support and expenses 
of 


one officer than the great state of 
California 
pays its 
governor 
as 


salary. 
But the figures given above 


—startling though they be—do not 
represent the sum total paid that of- 
ficial. 
There 
still remains 
to be 


added the money drawn 'from the 
state treasury for expenses in taking 
convicts to the state prisons, 
and 


for the conveyance of insane persons 
to state institutions. 
Also the fees 


collected 
and retained for his own 


use inserving papers issued by courts 
outside of the county. 
We have no 


means at our command of ascertain- 
ing the total amount drawn from 
these sources, but we shall probably 
be safe insaying that itwillbe suffic- 
ient toswell the total to something 
like $8000. 
Now,isnot this toomuch 


money toplace at the disposal of one 
man ina small county like this? 
Is 
itnot piling it on the. taxpayers 
a 


little too steep. 
There is not an- 


other 
county in the state 
where 


such a condition \u25a0of affairs exists. 
Itmay be said that a large propor- 
tion of this revenue goes for deputy 
hire, feeding prisoners, 
and travel- 


ing expenses. 
Makingliberal allow- 


ance for these things, there still re- 
mains —with anything like frugal 
management —far too much money 
for any individual officer to be paid. 
The main trouble is, the two offices 
ought to have been.separated 
long 


ago. 
The duties of these offices are 


entirely dissimilar. 
The collection 


of county revenue 
is a totally dif- 


ferent thing from the ferreting out 
of crime, and itis out of the ordinary 
path of human 
nature 
to find one 


man combining in himself the nec- 
essary qualifications for both posi- 
tions. 
Think 
of it. 
One man is 


getting under 
the 
present 
sys- 


tem, on an average, 
one dollar out 


of every eight collected 
for county 


purposes by property taxes inAma- 
dor county. 
This is centralization 


of power with a 
vengeance. 
We 


have fifteen county officers, -to say 
nothing of deputies, 
and yet one- 


sixth of the receipts 
from direct 


taxation for the support 
of these, 


and for maintaining 
schools, 
roads, 


and all other 
expenses 
of govern- 


ment, is swallowed up by one over- 
paidofficial, holding two positions, 
which ought to have been 
divorced 


years ago in the interest 
of good 


government. 
Is it surprising 
that 


under these circumstances 
taxpayers 


are criticizing the political system 
that 
enables 
candidates 
to spend 


large sums of money to secure 
elec- 


tion? 
The local government can do 


nothing to curtail the emoluments of 
the combined offices, but itis with- 
in the power of the board of super- 
visors, to declare by ordinance, that 
after the first of January next the 
offices of sheriff and tax collector 
shall be separate 
and independent, 


and thereby provide that two coun- 
ty officers shall thereafter divide the 
salaries that now are collected 
by 


one. 
We believe popular sentiment 


is overwhelmingly in favor of this 
course.

It does 
seem 


that the interests of Amador county 
demand that a small piece of road- 
way, say two or three miles, where 
the conditions of soiland grade 
are 


favorable, should be fairly treated 
with this process under the contract 
system.

machine reservoir and from there it 
is discharged

He seemed to*be in good health, and 
did not complain of being sick.' He 
stepped from the collar of the shaft 
into the other compartment,
